Records. 


The weuerts of the Right0%-Way in the offices of the Hydro-Zlestria 
Power Commis aion are very completes fhe "Deeds Record-Niagare Development" 
is one of the boat and. most comprehensive right-ofmy documents that it 
has ever been my privilege to examine, including as it does, am original 
hand-drawn plan, together with R perfestly typewritten description of overy 
parcel of property acquired. It is in the form of a loose-lesf book, the 
pages of which are of a special sise of very tg linen paper. The book 
aonstitutes part of the work of the ngincering Department of the Hydro- 
Electric Fower Comission, end comes under the authority of Mr. 7. U. Fairlie. 

The records of the payments for Right-of-Way are complete in the 
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Agcounting Department of the Commission, in charge of Mr. W. G. Pierdon, 

In making a study of the Right-of-Voay, I have enlisted the aid of 
Mesers. Price, Yaterhouse & Co., through Mr. Landis, who at my request 
have examined the books of the Jscounting Departmont in this regard. tr. 
landis has examined also into the system of acquiring the lend, and of making 
the payments therefor. He has, in addition, obtained a record of the 
Right-of-Way organization and its personnel. 

- fhe studies were carried on by the staff of Mr. landis or by my oun 
staff, acting separately or jointly, ae the oveasion required. | 

Briefly, we have studied the following pointa in connestion with the 
Right-of-Way 1 C O P Y 

(a) the system of purchasing; 

(>) ‘The orgenization for purchasing and ite personnel; 

(co) The deed resoris; 

(4) ‘the accounting recoria; 

(e) the properties purchased, together with the location, name of . 
vendor, date of purchase, area, purchase price, price per acre, 
@eneral description and present ocoupancy, parcel by parcel. 

(¢) The details of payment; and 

(eg) he sales of properties disposed of. 

Oar studies were directed originally te bring the subject up to March Sist, 
1922, At that date practically all the properties had been acquired, but a 
@mall mamber of tronsactions have since been completed. Our present report 
is up to duly, 1922 | | 
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Prior to the commencement of the Queenston-Chippaws Power Development, the 
system of purchasing Right-of-Way in counesction with undertakings of the Hydro- 
Bleotric Power Commission had been established, ond the organization of the 
Right-of-Way Department had been sompleted. 

Genersily speaking, the “gineering Department of the Commission furnished 
the Right-of-Way Department with a list of the properties to be acquired. In- 
atructions to obtain options‘on the properties so Listed were approved and 
ismued by the Secretary of the Commission to the Right-of-thy Department. The 
options, when obteined, nore GO a Right-of-Way Department to the 
Secretary of the Commission who cither approved them or referred thas to the 


Commission for consideration. Upon approval of the options, a surrey of the 
properties was made by the Augineering Department. This survey was then passed 
to the Right~of-Yay Department which searched the official title records of the 
property anc prepared the nosessary gonveyenoing papers. Upon execution of the 
dowuments conveying title to 2 sroperty, | cheque in payment therefor was 
issued and delivered te the vendor, ho cheque was issued by the Commission 
following a written requisition therefor by the Right-of-Way Department. Two 
additional aopies of the deed were then prepared, the original deed being de- 
posited and registered in the office of the Registrar of Deeds, while the dup- 
licate copy was indexed and placed in the general files of the Commission, to- 
gether with sopies of correspondence, the requisition for the cheque and the 
‘plueprint outlining the limite of the property. 
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In addition to the above records, « complete Deed Record book, already 
referred to, hes bean prepsred in the Angincoring Department of the Comission, 
with an exact copy of the original deed together with a recon of the official 
registration theree?z, & plan of the property and complete reference Information. 
Mary. lands veporta ‘at adequate safeguanis appear to surround the systens 
in use respecting the vouchering of cheques iseuel for Right-of-Way property, 
and the distribution thereof to the proper aceounts., He further atates that in 
eddit ion to the verification of the clerical acourecy of vouchers, the voughers 
are sertified by the officer in charge of the dscounts Payable Department and 
approved for payment by the Accountant for the Chief Ingineer of the Commission; 
and the cheques isaac there? ofe pifaba Wy the Treaeurer of the Couomission 
and ovantersigned by the Seoretary of the Cormission. 


The organization of the Right~offay Department of the Hydro~-EZlestric 
Power Commiasion comprises a department head, right-of-way agents ami stenographer. 
fo this organization was assigned the aequisition of the Hight-of-Way for the 
fueenaton-Chippawa Fower Development, in addition to their general duties in 
gonnestion with the whole of the Systema of the Hydro-Blestric lower Commission, 
‘Mir. EB. Ae Engill, who was formerly in the real estate business in Rodney, 
Ontario, is the heed of the Right~-of~lay Department.

| * Only five months ending March Slet, 1922, are given for the year 1922. 
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In addition to the right-of-way agents named in the foregoing table, 
three stenographers were attached to the Department, but only $206.25 of 
their total salaries wes charged to the Chippawa Development. 


The properties purchased may be said to consiat of about two bumlred 
parcels of land containing 3540 acres. Of this amount, 5518 sores were 
parte of original fara lots and were purchased at an average price of 0377.00 
per acre. The balence of the property was in town and village lots and con- 


sisted of 5,050 lineal feet oney > wn average purchase price of 913.19 
per lineal foot. The total t oF t RN yarehased is $1,5391,676.0. 


The lends acquired lie between the mouth of the Chippawa Greek at the 
Niagare River and the site of the Power House at Queenston im a more or less 
continuous strip. Other properties acquired are located below the power house 
end the railway yard on the northerly cutakirts of the Village of Queenston in 
disconnected and irregular areas. 

Generally sposking, the properties are situated in a highly developed. 

: territory and they consist of Village lots, farm land and fruit land, with « 
omall proportion of wmste lend. fhe physical scheracteristics of the territory 
concerned in the Right-of-Uay may be clearly seen by reference to the two aero= 
plane photographs included herewith es pare J-8 and page J-9. 

@he lands acquired provide for right-of-way for the Intake, the improved 
Welland River, the Canal ond the Power House, as well as for the eaistructin 
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the deed, The third column, headed "Date of Purchase", is the date of the deed. 
he fourth, headed waren", gives the scresge of each parcel of land, with the ex 
ception of Village lots in which case “Feet Frontage” is given. fhe fifth 
‘golumn gives the total amount of money paid for each property. ‘The sixth colum, 
“Price per Acre”, is a theoretical figure obtained by dividing the total purchase 
price by the nereage of the parcel of land, while similarly in the same column, 
“Price per Foot Frontage", is given in the case of aub-divided lote. In the 
Village of Chippawe the lote are practionlly all irregular in size and neither 
the unit “acre” nor the unit "feet frontage" own be used for comparative pur- 
poses. The seventh column, entitled "Desaription and Remarks", gives generally 
the physical characteristics 62 16 proporty the character of the land and any 
other special features. ‘Buildings, when existing, are also noted therein. In 
addition, this colamm also gives the present ocoupansy of each parcel of lend, 
and notes regarding the disposal of surplus lands. 


Mr. Landis reports that the books of accounts show that im every ease the 
maount momed in the deed, as confirmed by us, was paid by cheque regularly issued 
and approved by the eunthorized officers of the Commission, and delivered to the 
vendors |
